says :—* Reerniting fur the French colenial 
army has been introduced in Fronch India. 
Every family residing in French territory’ 
and enjoying the right of voting, will on 
and from tho 1st proximo be required to 
send a member for enlistment ia the Colo- 
pial army. Such recruits will be tuken to 
some other colony; say, Saigon, and be 
@rilled there in tho art of wor. After three 
years’ service they will be sent home, and 
form the reserve who will bo called out in 
enso of ‘war... Thus, in the course of some 
yeara, Pondicherry will be the homo of 
severul thousand soldicre. Ihe British Go- 
vernment cannot look at this movement 
with indifference. It is a real source of 
danger to the British Empire. Till now we 
had no cause to be afraid of our neighboura 
at Pondicherry. But the Colonial army 
aystem will convert Pundicherry into a 
atrong French military station. Though 
tho Culonial army does not contravena the 
letter, it affects the spirit of the treaty be- 
tween England and Franca respecting 
India.’ :
